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by seathing volleys, a group of horsemen took 
them in flank. Tt was an awfal instant; the 
horses recoiled; tho charging colamn trembled 
like a single thing, but at onco the Rebels, with 
rare organization, fell into a hollow square, 
and with solid sheets of steel defied onr cen- 
tanrs. The horsemen rode around them in 
vai; no charge conld break the shining sqnures 
until our dismounted earbineers ponred in 
their volleys afresh, making gaps in the speut 
muks, and then in their wavering time the 
cavalry thundered down. ‘Tho rebels could 
stand ho moro: they reeled and swayed, and 
fell back broken and beaten. And on the 
ground their Coloncl lay, sealing his devotion 
with his life. 

‘Through wood and brake and swamp, steross 
field and trench, we pushed the fighting de- 
fenderssteadily. For a part of the time, Sheri- 
dan himself was thore, short and broad, aud 
‘active, waving his hat, giving orders, seldom 
out of fire, but never stationary, and close by 
foll' the long yellow locka of Custer, sabre

HERIDAN'S CAVALRY DISMOUNTED. 


We must start with the supposition that our 
own men. fav outnumbered the Rebels. The 
latter were widely separated from their com 
rades before Petersburg, and the adjustment 
of our infantry as well as the great movable 
force nt Sheridan's disposal, renders it doubt- 
ful tnt they could have returned. At any 
rate they: did not do so, whether from choice 
and it was apart of our echeme 
to push them back into their entrenchinente. 
This work was delegated to the cavalry en- 
fircly, but, as I hinvo said before, mounted 
carbineors are no mateh for stubborn, bayo: 
netted infantry. So when the horsemen were 
close up to the rebels they were dismounted, 
and acted as infantry to all intents. A por- 

on of them, under Gregg and Mackenzie, still 
adhered to the saddle, that they might be pat 
in rapid motion for flanking and charging pur- 
poses; but fully five thousand indurated men, 
who had seen service in the Shenandoah and 
elsewhere, were formed in line of battle on foot, 
and by charge and deplog, easayed the difienlt 
work of pressing back the entire Rebel column. 
‘This thoy were to.do so evenly and ingenious- 
ly that the Rebels should go uo farther than 
thei works, either to escape eastward or to 
discover tho whereabouts of Warren's 
which wore already forming. Had they espied 
the latter they might have become so discou- 
raged as to break and take to the woods; and 
Sheridan's object was to capture them as well 
as to rout them, So, all the afternoon, the 
cavalry pushed them hard, and the strife went 
on uninterruptedly and terrifically. Ihave no 
spaco in this hurried despateh to advert either 
to individual losses or to the many: thrilling 
episodes of the fight. Itwas fought at 50 olose 
quarters that our carbines wero noyer out of 
rango; bad this ben otherwise, the loug rifles 
of the enemy would have given thom every 
advant: With their horses within call, tho 
cavalrymen, in line of battle, stood together 
like walls of stone, swelling onward like th

cls would charge down apon us, staying the
